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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reason set forth in the final office action 
and the linnitation such as "(w)herein the polymer is not subjected to puirication " is related to the claiming ot the material by a process 
which fails to differentiate the claimed invention and that of the applied prior art of record.. Also, the argument on October 14, 2003 fails 
to over the rejections set forth in the office action of record. First, the applicants fails to show that the latex taught in the EP'691 does no 
contain the halgen contents within the scope of the claimed invention. Second, the specification disclosure stated that the results of the 
present invention is "extremely improved" (see page 175. first paragraph) . The "unexpected results" presented in the argument is based 
on the counsel's assertion. To overcome the prima facie case of obviousness, the results should have been found unexpected by the 
worker of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. Third, the results in Table 1 of the specification show that image 
prevabihty of the inventive sample is higher that that of the comparative sample. Note for instance the image preservality of samples 10 
vs the samples 104-121 and the cotaing property of the inventive sample 121 is similar to that of 102 and lower than 101 Accordinqlv 
the results are not found unexpected . 
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
